bled at the Piedmont hotel at a 
dinner given by the Atlanta Auto- 
mobile association, when the need 
of highways was thoroughly dis- 
cussed and the sum of $3,100 was 
raised to be used in a publicity 
campaign to educate the people in 


‘the importance of good roads, 


Highway projects considered by 
the meeting contemplate the con- 
struction of approximately 5,000 
miles of hard surface,.graded and 
top-soiled roads, to defray the ex- 
penses of which the meeting fa- 
vored an increase in taxation on 
automobiles and motor vehicles to 
$20 a year on éach car, which, when 
bonded, will provide $40,000,000, and 
will retire these bonds in 20 years 
and maintain the roads during this 
time. 

In addition there is now waiting 
$1,300,000, 
Georgia’s part of the government's 
financial aid in road building, and 
if the federal government acts fa- 
vorably upon road “improvement 
legislation now before it, $5,000,000 
additional will be provided for use 
on Georgia highways.

Expressions of Sorrow. 

There were many expressions of 
sorrow heard throughout the city on 
Wednesday, some of these from peo- 
ple who had not known Colonel 
Lowry personally, but who had felt 
the power of his genial and inspir- 
ing influence. Having stood back 
of all enterprises in Atlanta which 
called for public-spiritedness, the 
capitalist had earned the esteem of 
men and women all over the south, 
while his gift for friendships had 
constantly widened the circle of 
those who were bound to him by the 
close ties of affection. 

Two of his oldest friends in the 
city were Judge William T. New- 
man, presiding judge of the district 
court, and Captain James W. Eng- 
lish, -president of the Fourth Na- 
tional bank. Both were saddened 
when they heard of the loss which 
they had sustained in Colonel Low- 
ry’s death. 

“He had more good qualities of 
head and of heart than any man I 
have known,” Cajftain English said. 
His acquaintance with Colonel 
Lowry which developed into a warm 
friendship dates back from 1865. 
The banker was a member of city 
council when Captain English was 
mayor in 1881 and 1882 and their 
joint connections continued until the 
present. . 

Worked Hand in Hand. 

“We have always, worked hand in 
hand on local matters and issues,” 
Captain English said, speaking of 
their relations, “and have joined our 
best efforts in all matters that in- 
volved the public interest. 

“Robert J. Lowry was a man of 
the highest ideals, the finest intcg- 
rity, the utmost devotion to public 
welfare. No one has done more 
toward the growth and development 
of Atlanta. His life, his thoughts. 
his efforts were devoted to Atlanta, 
and in his death the city loses one 
of its truest sons.”

minister at Stockholm. The mes- 
sage as printed in the Swedish press 
was received today at the state de- 
partment. 

The telegram said the third Bol- 
shevik army of ten regiments had 
been ‘shattered and that the loyal 
troops had advanced beyond Kama 
and Noet and were pursuing the @ne- 
my toward Glassov, 

Booty captured included armored 
trains, as well as large quantities 
of war materials and reserve sup- 
plies, 

It was assumed here that the 
Russian forces referred to were 
those which recently captured a city 
in European Russia, near the Sibe- 
rian line. More than 10,000 prison- 
ers were taken in that engagement. 

Factions United. 

The all-Russian government at 
Omsk has succeeded in winning to 
its support all the factions of Sibe- 
ria and some of the strong organi- 
zations of Russia, according to a 
dispatch from the Russian minister 
of foreign affairs at Omsk received 
today at the Russian embassy. Chief 
among the factions are the Plek- 
hanoff group of the social democrat- 
ic party, “Edinstvo,” and the Omsk 
group of the socialist revolutionary 
party, which has been one of the 
most serious obstacles in Serbia to 
the full control of the government 
by the Omsk leaders.

ARMY AIRPLANE 
FOUND IN RIVER; 
TWO MEN MISSING 


Fayetteville, N. C., January 8.— 
Lieutenant Harley H. Pope, of Bed- 
ford, Ind., and Sergeant W. E, Flem- 
ing, of Providence, R. I, are belleved 
to have lost their lives by drowning 
last night when an_army airplane 
in which they were flying plunged 
into Cape Fear river about two 
miles south of Fayetteville. Sol- 
diers from Camp Bragg shortly 
after noon succeeded in raising the 
machine from the ‘water, but failed 
to find the missing airmen. 

The two aviators, who were on 
their way to Camp Jackson, Colum- 
bia, 8. C., were seen flying over 
Fayetteville late yesterday and it 
is thought they intended landing 
here to spend the night. A man 
who lives near where the machine 
fell heard cries for help last night 


and, rushing to the river bank, saw 
the airplane crash into the water. 
Nothing was seen or heard of the 
occupants of the machine and it is

A. H. Horner, a grocer, whose 
establishment is at the corner of 
David and West Hunter streets, 
_lies at the Grady hospital in a dy- 
ing condition, following an attack 
made on him last night by two un- 
known negroes, who, the .police be- 
lieved, intended to rob him, but for 
some reason were frightened away 
without securing any booty. 

According to the police, five shots 
were fired at Horner and four took 
effect. He was shot in the face, 
side, breast and back, physicians 
at the Grady stated, and all of the 
wounds are sérious. 

Two Unknown Negroes. 

Authorities at the hospital stated 
that he has only a slight chance to 
recover and that he gained con- 
sciousness only long enough to tell 
them that he was assaulted by two 
unknown assailants just as he was 
closing his front door, preparing to 
go home for the night. 

He further asserted, they said, 
that the negroes did not make any 
demand for money, but fired on 
him when his back was turned. He 
received many powder burns on his 
face, as, he said, that the negroes 
were only a few feet from him 
when they opened fire. 

City detectives are conducting an 
investigation but so far, no arrests 
have been made. Horner lives at 
328 Highland avenue. 

The Leftchez Murder 

The attack on Horner follows the 
brutal murder of Aaron Leftchez, 
of 284 Fort street, which resulted 
in the offer of a reward of $1,000, 
which was raised by members of 
the Atlanta Butchers and Grocers 
association, 

Leftchez was in his atore late at 
night when two negroes entered. 
While one of them was makin 
Httie” purchase,” me 
‘attention, the other one opened fire 


=jfand Leftchez fell mortally wounded. 


For somé6 reason the two negroes 
becamé frightened and made no at- 
tempt to rob the store, disappear- 
ing in the darkness. Aroused by 
this crime and by a number of other 
lesser ones which had preceded it, 
members of the grocers’ and butch- 
ers’ association raised $1,000 for 
the arrest and conviction of the 
murderer. Two suspects have al- 
ready been arrested. | 

Attacks on grocers, whose stores 
are in lonely spots and who keep 
open late at night, were discussed 
at a recent meeting of the associa- 
tion, and a movement is now on foot 


for a universal early closing hour, 
which will eliminate such tragedies. 


Over 5 Per Cent 


French Populace 
CasualtiesinWar 


Total of Killed and Miss- 
ing 1,327,800 — Figures 
Given Out by French 
Commission. 


Washington, January 8.—Casual- 
ties in the French army, excluding 
colonial troops, up to November 1 
were 4,762,800, according to official 
figures made public today by the 
French high commission to correct 
conflicting reports hitherto pub- 
lished. 

Men killed in action or dead of 
wounds numbered 1,028,000 and to 
this total must be added 299,000 list- 
ed as missing and given up for lost 
making a total of 1,327,800. T= 
number of wounded was 3,000,v00 
with 435,000 listed as prisoners. 
Three-fourths of the wounded: have 
recovered, either entirely or at least 
to such an extent as to be fit to 
work again. 

Slightly less than 700,000 are abso- 
lutely unable tq work and have been 
pensioned. 

The losses among the native 
troops coming from French colonies 
or protectorates were 42,500 killed 
or died of wounds with 15,000 miss- 
ing and probably dead. The num- 
ber pensioned after wourds or ill- 
ness was 44,000, to which must be 
added those of the 3,500 held as 
prisoners of war who will have to 
be pensioned. 

“If one considers only the losses 
among French citizens,” said the 
commissign’s statement, “and com- 
pares their number to the popula- 


tion of France, about 38,000,000, and 
to the number of men mobilized, 
about 7,500,000, one sees that the: 
total killed or dead of wounds, miss- 
ing and unfit for work was between 
5 and 6 per cent of the French pop- 
ulation and between 26 and 30 per 
cent of the men mobilized.”

These noted men sat sorrowfully in 
the pews of little red-gabled Christ 
Episcopal church, while brief serv- 
ices of prayer and Scripture read- 
ings were held without a eulogy in 
which so much might have been 
said.

Georgia to Erect 
Memorial to:'Men 
Who ServedinWar 


At a meeting of the executive 
board of the Georgia Council of De- 
fense holding yesterday, at which 
Governor Dorsey presided,. it was 
stated that a suitable state monu- 
ment will be established in honor of 
the Georgia men+who have died in 
service to their country in this war. 
It was announced that over 1,200 
have made the.supreme sacrifice and 
that Georgia will establish a suita- 
ble monument as an expression of 
state appreciation and sympathy. 

Until the committee is appointed 
to consider the matter carefully and 
fully, the governor requests that all 
other movements looking to a state 
monument withhold their plans or 
the collection of funds therefor. 

In reference to the matter the gov- 
ernor observed that the monument 
should be one worthy the cause and 
the men who died for it, and he 
would be disappointed to see forces 
or funds dissipated into too many 
kinds or forms of memorials which 
are so often promoted when many 
well-meaning people desire to me- 
morialize worthy people and events 
and do not know of the plans of 
each other. 

The governor believed that a 
committee which will be appointed 
for the purpose of planning for the 
monument should take well into con- 
sideration the form of it and that 
full consideration should be given 
every detail of the matter before 
the movement became launched as a 
public one. Then everyone inter- 
ested should be given the oppor- 
tunity to express themselves.

Maine, Idaho and Tennes- 
see Ratify Proposed Con- 
stitutional Amendment, 
Making Total of 22. 


Chicago, January 8.—While rep- 
resentatives of the distillers of the 
country were organizing here today 
for a finish fight against anti- 
liquor legislation before the highest 
court in the land, the states of 
Maine, Tennessee and Idaho joined 
the movement for national prohibi- 
tion by ratifying the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment. 

Twenty-two states now have 
ratifieq the amendment. Thirty-six 
states are required. 

In addition to final action in the 
three states named, the Illinois and 
West Virginia senates also voted 
for ratification. 

Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Mis- 
souri and other western state legis- 
latures are soon to act on the 
amendment. 


Ratified in Maine. 

Augusta, Maine, January 8.—The 
Maine legislature today took the 
final steps necessary to ratification 
of the prohibition amendment to the 
federal constitution when the house 
voted in its favor, 120 to 22. The 
senate unanimously ratified the 
amendment last week in what was 
‘considered an informal vote, but 
after the resolve had been sent to 
the house for concurrence the sen- 
ate voted to recall it for reconsider 
ation. The resolve, however, had 
been tabled in the house and was 
not returned. After the house vote 
today senate officers decided that

Paris, January 8.—Many tmpor- 
tant questions concerning the ar- 
rangement of the program for the 
peace conference, which have been 
in process of solution, probably will 
soon be adjusted as a result of 


President Wilson’s return to Paris. 
The president now has »personal | 
knowledge of the views of some of | 
the premiers on these subjects and | 
he has supplemented it by his ob- 
servations during his trip to Italy. 

The president during his trip to 
in close 
touch with the members of the 
Amrican peace delegation in Paris 
and it is evident from the expres- 
sions of officials that the settlement 
of various matters will progress 
more rapidly from now on. 

Lengue Making Progress, 

The president’s informal talk with 
Colonel House Tuesday night dealt 
with the attitude of Premier Clem- 
enceau and Lord Robert Cecil re- 
garding a league of nations. The 
conference gave the president fresh 
information concerning their, views, 
and today Colonel House and Sec- 
retary Lansing conferred with Lotd 
Robert, who is the British authority 
on a league of nations. So it may 
be regarded as certain that the pro- 
gram is making: progress and that 
in a few days Mhatters will be in 
shape for the fifst steps of the 
| conference, 

In fact, -it is admitted the first 
meetings betwéen President Wilson 
and his aides and the entente pre- 
miers may take place the end of this 
week. These conferences will be in- 
formal and will carry forward, in a 
spirit of accommodation, the discus- 
sions which have taken place dur- 
ing the president’s absence between 
individuals of the various delega- 
tions and also between various 
groups. The meetings are expected 
to develop great importance later, 
but at present it may be said that 
results of value have been reached 
and that the ground has been cleared 
for the beginning of the actual ne- 
gotiations. 

Program of Confercnee. 

The impending informal meetings 
between President Wilson and the 
entente premiers deal with subjects 
of fundamental importance. It will 
be for these officials to arrange the 
program which will govern the 
peace congress itself, subject to ap- 
proval when all the delegates for- 
mally gather. 

The Japanese delegates already 
here have been participating in some 
phases of the discussions between 
the groups, It is assumed that they 
have been consulted in the prepara- 
tion of the program and that they 
have otulined the treatment of cer- 
tain issues in which they are partie 
ularly interested. 

It has been agreed that the first 
matter to be considered at the meet- 


ing of President Wilson and the 
premiers will be the representation 
to be accorded the powers seeking 
participation in the peace congress. 

Then must come the question of 
a league of nations, which is re- 
garded as the foundation upon which 
must be erected the whole structure 
of a permanent peace treaty and the 
adjustment of boundaries to meet 
conditions after the war. The next 
subject to engage attention, as next 
in importance, is the neutralization 
of international waterways, having 
especially in mind the Dardanelles 
and perhaps the Scheldt and the 
Danube littoral. 

Probably next among the foremost 
subjects to receive attention wil) 
be “use of the high seas.” 

It may be significant that this 
phrase now is being adopted instead 
of the older “freedom of the seas,” 
but it is not yet possible to ascer- 
tain in what distinction is to con- 
sist. 

) Five Delegates Each. 

It is virtually certain France, 
Great Britain, the United States, 
Italy and Japan will have five dele- 
gates each. Other nations such as 
Belgium, Serbia, Greece, Rumania 
and Portugal will have three dele- 
gates. The countries which severed 
relations with the central powers 
and did not engage directly in the 
war will have two representatives. 

The work of preparation for the 
foreign office building Quai O’Dor- 
say meetings is going on actively. 
All rooms on the ground floor will 
be used for the various delegations. 

The “cloak room” will serve for 
the ordinary meetings, while the 
plenary sessiona will be held in the 
big dining room where there is room 
for 150.persons.

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Press correspondent saw a troop of 
about eighty Spartacans, half sol- 
diers and half civilians, all armed 
and having with them one machine 
gun, march through the Potsdammer 
palace towards the Bolshevik gath- 
ering place. 

The Spartacans are reported to be 
conducting operations at various 
places on the outskirts of the old 
city. They captured the barracks 
of the Pioneer regiment in One 
Kopenickerstrasse during the night, 
and there was other fighting in 
which fifteen persons are reported to 
have been killed, 

Machine gunfire was heard at 10 
o’clock this morning from the lower 
end of the Wilhelmstrasse at the 
Hallesche Tor, where the Spartacans 
are said to have attempted to cross 
the canal with armed forces. 

Government Awaits Attack. 

Dr. Liebknecht and his Spartacan 
and independent socialist followers 
have completed possession of police 
headquarters and of the _ section 
around the royal palace. Meanwhile, 
the government is sitting tight at 
the Wilhelmstrasse awaiting the ex- 
pected attack, which may come at 
any hour. 

The government buildings are 
strongly garrisoned by soldiers 
equipped with hand grenades, while 
the buildings along the street bris- 
tie with machine guns. 

The government has issued an ap- 
peal to all the soldiers and work- 
men’s council fn Germany for their 
support. It declares the central] ex- 
ecutive committee armed the gov- 
ernment with extraordinary and 
p-enary powers and that the gov- 
ernment has firmly decided to employ 
all the force necessary to establish 
order. 

The correspondent learns from a 
reliable source that Premier Ebert 
held out for a long time against the 
use of force, declaring that among 
the people the government was sup- 
ported by so great a majority as to 
render the use of fordée unnecessary. 
He was finally convinced, however, 
that another way would have to be 
chosen tio put down Bolshevism in 
Germany. 


BLOODSHED EXPECTED 
DURING THE DAY. 

Berlin, Tuesday, January 7.—(8 a. 
m. By the Associated Press.)—The 
hosts of Lr. karl Liebknecht, leader 
of the ultra radical Spartacan group, 
¢ngaged in an attempt to overthrow 
the Ebert government, were begin- 
ning to move at this hour toward 
the Siegesalle, where notices in 
Die Freiheit and The Red Flag had 
called upon them to assemble at 9 
o’clock this morning. 

The leading article in Die Freiheit 
called on the Spartacans to occupy 
Strategic points in the city. Mon- 
day evening they occupied the build- 
ing O. the general railway execu- 
tives and also are holding the main 
telegraph cffices. Twenty of their 
men were permitted by government 
troops to enter the building of the 
ministry of war, “in order to make 
sure that there might be no further 
shooting from it.” 

The night passey quietly, but it 
was feared this morning the day 
would see much bloodshed. The 
government troops are remaining 
loyal, but the Spartacans and inde- 
pendent socialists appear resolutely 
determined to continue their attempt 
to overthrow the government. 

One of the Bolshevik organs today 
published a rumor that Field Mar- 
shal Hindenburg had reached 
Berlin. 


SEVERAL HUNDRED 
REPORTED KILLED. 

London, January 8.—Several hun- 
dred persons have been killed in the 
fighting in Berlin, according to a 
Copenhagen dispatch to the Ex- 
change Telegraph company, but up 
till 2 o’clock this morning no de- 
tails of conditions there had been 
received. The government seems, at 
least provisionally, to be master of 
the situation, 

Early Tuesday morning the Berlin 
government massed troops outside 
the city. These troops are ready 
to enter, it is said in the dispatch 
to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg is 
reported to have arrived at Berlin. 

Street fighting has been particu- 
larly sanguinary, it is said, owing 
to the fact that the Spartacus ele- 
ment has plenty of weapons taken 
from the munition factories at Span- 
dau. While the machine guns were 
firing and bombs were dropping, 
moving-picture operators were bus- 
ily recording the scenes enacted in 
the streets.

REIGN OF TERROR 
SPREADS NI POLAND. 

Washington, January 8.—Stories 
of terrible conditions in Poland have 
been related to the Polish national 
committee at Paris by couriers from 
Poland, according to inforngation re- 
lig today at the Polish bureau 

ere. 

“Murder and rapine are now fill- 
ing the land,” said a statement by 
the bureau, “and the social disor- 
ders consequent upon Bolshevism 
in the territory have become sec- 
ondary to the stories of bodily tor- 
tures which are being inflicted on 
the people. Faced with constant 
appeals for aid from the Polish 
populations in Vilna, Grodno and 
Lemberg, the Polish military com- 
mand in Warsaw finds itself in the 
position where, with but scant mili- 
tary force and relatively small 
quantities of military supplies, it 
is obliged to ignore the demand of 
many, casting its strength where 
the chances of doing good are most 


pronounced. 

“Meanwhile, throughout the 
countryside, in the entire area 
northeast and south of Warsaw, 
Russian prisoners of war, released 
by Germany, are spreading a reign 
of terror in the various hamlets, 
where they are commandeering the 
fragments of food, the clothes and 
the bedding of the people.

The body of the late president 
was then taken from the famous 
room of trophies which he had as- 
sembled from all quarters of the 
globe and was carried from Saga- 
more Hill on its final journey. Snow 
had come at dawn and had been fall- 
ing steadily until the countryside 
was white, but the sun _. broke 
through the leaden clouds as the 
hearse left the Roosevelt estate and 
passed into the highway leading to 
Christ church, 

Between hedges touched with 
melting flakes and under bare win- 
ter boughs which cast shadows upon 
the bushes of red berries lining the 
roadside, the procession moved slow- 
ly, headed by mounted policemen 
who were the colonel’s friends in 
life and who had been sent by the 
city of New York to act as a guard 
of honor. 

Around the shore of a pond-like 
inlet of Oyster Bay and over a 
small hill the cortege moved to 
reach the church, a green frame 
structure with its roof surmounted 
by a steeple in which was the bell 
which soon was to toll the passing 
of the nation’s twenty-sixth presi- 
dent. 

Group of Townspeople. 

Here, standing on the slippery 
hillocks which are the lawns of 
some of the colonel’s' neighbors, 
were waiting townspeople. Because 
of the limited seating capacity of 
Christ church, these villagers to 
whom the colonel had long been 
friend and neighbor had not found 
admittance. They uncovered their 
heads as the casket was borne into 
the church and waited outside until 
the services were over and the pro- 
cession started for the cemetery. 

The sun had passed the meridian 
and the stained glass windows 
caught and held its rays as the cas- 
ket was carried up the aisle and 
placed close to the altar. 

In the pews were men who are 
among the foremost of the country’s 
citizens. Vice President Marshall 
represented President Wilson. Gen- 
eral Peyton C. March, chief of staff 
of the army, and Admiral C. McR. 
Winslow represented the. military 
and naval services, and Secretary 
Lane the cabinet. William Howard 
Taft, who upon Colonel Roosevelt’s 
death became the only living ex- 
president; Charles Evans Hughes, 
Elihu Root, United States Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge, of Massachu- 
setts; Major General Leonard Wood, 
Vice Admiral Gleaves, Henry. L. 
Stimson, secretary of war in Presi- 
dent Taft’s cabinet; Governor Alfred 
E. Smith, of New York; Speaker 
Champ Clark and former Speaker J. 
G. Cannon, of the house of repre- 
sentatives, were present to pay their 


tion, congress, the state and the 
metroplis. The diplomatic corps at 
Washington also was represented. 

Many wreaths and floral tributes 
for which there had not been room 
at the Sagamore Hill home filled 


the church with fragrance. One 
which was sent to the Roosevelt 
home and then brought to the altar 
was the tribute of President Wilson. 

Dr. Talmage, with Bishop Bur- 
gess, of Long Island, seated in the 
sanctuary, read the sentences, 
psalms and scriptural lessons which 
are a part of the Protestant Episco- 
pal funeral services. The former 
president’s favorite hymn, “How 
Firm a Foundation,” was recited by 
the rector, in conformance to the 
Roostevelt family’s desire that all 
music, even the organ voluntary, be 
omitted. Wher he came finally to 
the Lord’s prayer the congregation 
joined, 

Scene at Graveside. 

The scene at the graveside was 
perhaps the more impressive. The 
plot which Colonel Roosevelt him- 
self had selected as his burial place 
is the commanding spot in the peace- 
ful and picturesyue cemetery. At 
the foot of a slope and beyond the 
public highway there is a cove, 
while beyond lie the waters of Long 
Island sound. Not far distant, but 
concealed from view by some of the 
woods in which the colonel was 
wont to roam, stands the Sagamore 
Hill home to which his _ father 
brought him when he was a small 
boy. Trees stand abaut this knoll 
and today the winter grasses were 
visible through the thinning snow. 

Here stood the Roosevelt family, 
except the boys who are abroad, and 
their mother, as the casket, its his- 
toric flag snow removed, was low- 
ered into the ground. Near at hand, 
looking on reverently, were men in 

ublic and private life who had betn 
ntimately associated with Colonel 
Roosevelt in affairs of state, poli- 
tics, literature and the army, Rough 
Riders, neighbors for whom Saga- 
more Hill will ever be almost hal- 
lowed ground and children from the 
village school to which the colonel 
sent his own sons and daughters. 
They formed a BErrow Ing circle as 
Dr. Talmage read the brief com- 
mittal ceremony. 

Former President Taft stood quite 
apart from the others in these final 
moments and seemed almost an iso- 
lated figure. The political quarrel 
which kept these two former presi- 
dents so long apart had long since 
been healed, and Mr. Taft had hur- 
ried here from Pennsylvania to at- 
tend the funeral... Earlier in the 
day, standing outside Christ church, 
he had said to interviewers: 

“Colonel Roosevelt would never 
have been happy to live the life of 
an invalid. His passing is an in- 
ternational loss.” 

At the graveside he joined Dr. 
Talmage and the others assembled 
in saying aloud the Lord’s Prayer 
as part of the committal ceremony.

ident is without definite ideas, but 
rather that he has been giving 
thought to the governing princi- 
ples and keeping an open mind so 


as to benefit from ideas coming 
from all sources. 

The American commission has 
been gathering material constantly 
and this is to be ready in memoran- 
dum form for the president when 
he goes to the conferences. The 
best information obtainable as to 
conferences so far held with Brit- 
ish and Italian statesmen is that 
they were very satisfactory, devel- 
oping no differences as to princi- 
ples involved. It has been noted 
that Mr. Wilson, in all his speeches, 
has emphasized the fact that there 
is perfect agreement as to -main 
points. 

Those near the president have 
been eager to send to America me 
detailed statement Of what has been 
accomplished since his coming to 
Europe, but it has been explained 
that negotiations at present are of 
such character that it would be un- 
wise to discuss matters still in the 
formative stage. , 

he coming conferences’ will, 
among other things, probably de- 
cide on the date of the opening of 
the formal sessions of the confer- 
ence, the extent to which they will 
be®open and other details which are 
of great interest to the public. 

The Temps says it is able to state 
that President Wilson has officially 
informed Premier Clemenceau that 
he does not desire to be considered at 
the peace congress as the head of a 
state, but only as the prime minister 
of his state. 

The Temps says the United States

Of England and France 
In Producing Munitions 

Washington, January 8&.—Figures 
made public teday by the ordnance 
department of the inter-allied bu- 
reau of statistics show that the pro- 
duction of munitions in this country 
had grown so rapidly that in the 
last months of the war the United 
States was far ahead of Great Brit- 


ain and France: — 
Average monthly production of 


July, August and September, 1918, 
in the United States was 27,270, 
against 10.947 for Great Britain and 
12,126 for France. In the same pe- 
riod the United States produced 
monthly an average of 233,562 rifles 
against 112,821 for Great Britain and 
40,522 for France. With respect to 
small arms ammunition production 
in the United States was 277,894,000 
rounds, in France 139;845,000, and in 
Great Britain 259,769,000. 

Total production from April 6, 
1917, to the date of the signing of 
the armistice, November 11 last, was 
given as follows: 

Machine guns and machine rifles: 
Great Britain; 181,404; France, 229,- 
238; United States, 181,662. 

Rifles: Great Britain, 1,971,764; 
France, 1,416,056; United States, 2,- 
506,742. 

Rifle and machine gun ammuni- 
tion: Great Britain, 3,486,127,000: 
France, 2,983,675,000; United States, 
2,879,148,000. 

In the comparative chart attention 
was called to the fact that since the 
need for the original equipment of 
troops no longer existed, French and 
British production of rifles during 
1918 was at a lower rate than had 
previously been attained.

The house measure would author- 
ize Secretary Baker to adjust pay- 
ments on the contracts which were 
held up vy a decision of Comptroller 
Warwick, of the treasury; that the 
contracts were not properly ex- 
ecuted and that payment could not 
be made on them. 

Representative Moore, of Pennsyl- 
vania, republican, served notice to 
the house that he would later seek 
to amend the bill so as to provide 
for a commission to adjust the con- 
tracts. The senate military com- 
mittee has declared in favor of a 
bill embodying the commission plan, 
but will meet tomorrow to recon- 
sider its action, the democratic lead- 
ers planning to discard the com- 
mission plan. 

Chairman Dent, of the house mili- 
tary affairs committee, in charge 
of the bill, read a letter from As- 
sistant Secretary Crowell 
that total obligations and disburse- 
ments of the war department from 
the declaration of war to December 
1, amounted to $15,381,125,058. This 
sum, Mr. Crowell explained, includ- 
ed money sent to the American ex- 
peditionary force, but not its ex- 
penditures or obligations. Depart- 
ment expenditures in the United 
States were $9,757,228,468 up to Oc- 
tober 31, last, he said.

“The fact that our naturalization

tio OF | government which is en- 
tirely different from ours. 

“The European monarchical coun- 
tries have built up their govern- 
ments rather on the feudal idea of 
allegiance, so that the subject owes 
not only a duty of loyalty to his 
state, but one of personal devotion 
to his er. This has been true 
to some tent in the democratic 
monarchies like England, but espe- 
ciaHy in Germany and the auto- 
cratically governed countries. 

“For a long time it was denied 
by Germany that her citizéns could 
renounce allegiance to the German 
ruler even though they wished to 
acquire citizenship in another coun- 
try. The personal obligation must 
continue. Even now a German can 
give up allegiance to the empire and 
yet maintain eitizenship in_ the 
state to which he belongs, with the 
consent of the government of that 


state. 
Remains Citizen. 


“Thus a man can withdraw his 
citizenship from the German empire 
in order to become a citizen of the 
United States, and yet according to 
German laws receive approval of 
the Prussian government to remain 
a citizen of that state. This dual 
citizenship arrangement on Ger- 
many’s part is the very reason, I 
think, for the specification in our 
naturalization law that the sover- 
eign given up must be named. 

“The federal courts have always 
exacted this feature of the oath. If 
an Austrain is naturalized his oath 
reads formerly, ‘renouncing allegi- 
ance, ete., to Fraancis Joseph, em- 
peror of Austria, and Apostolic 
King of Hungary; and so with all 
monoarchs. Before 1906 the state 
courts were frequently careless 
about naturalization, but I do not 
think it probable that many others 
were careless in the same way as 
in the court in Allegheny county, 
Pennsylvania, which allowed Ban- 
ning’s citizenship papers‘to be pass- 
ed on with -only ‘emperor of Ger- 
many’ given as the ruler’s name.”

Campaign to Raise From 
$500 000 to $1,000,000 for 
Greater Institution 
Boosted by Phinehas 
Stephens. 


Plans for putting into operation 
at Georgia Tech one of the best col- 
lege power laboratories in America 
and fof equipping the school to 
meet te standards of the govern- 
ment engineering stations which 
will be established throughout the 
United States if the Smith-Howard 
bill now pending in congress be- 
comes a law, and a forceful boost 
for the gigantic campaign to raise 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000 for the 
Greater Georgia Tech are the chief 
features of the annual report made 
by Phinehas Varnum Stephens, con- 
sulting engineer of the Georgia 
School of Technology, at the meet- 
ing of the board of trustees Wednes- 
day morning. 

Urging the need of the comple- 
tion of “the power building which 
is in the course of construction and 
of providing sufficient equipment 
for the laboratory, ‘Mr. Stephens 
says: “Unless we develop research 
at Georgia Tech, the school is doom- 
ed to a more or less mediocre fu- 
ture. Marked progress in research, 
both scientific and industrial, is 
being made in many southern tech- 
nical schools and the demand for 
adequate facilities for such work 
at Tech is vital. If Georgia Tech 
does not keep the lead and take the 
initiative in research subjects, other 
Georgia universities will do so and 
are preparing to do so.’ 

State-Wide Campaign. 

A state-wide campaign has al- 
ready been started in the interest of 
Georgia’s technical school, but Mr. 
Stephens advises immediate action 
in promoting the drive, giving as 
logical reasons for the campaign: 

1—The vital needs of the school 
to improve its equipment. 

2—The importance of establishing 
scientific and industrial research. 

—The importance of the erection 
of the remaining details and equip- 
ment in the present power labora- 
tory to facilitate regular school 
work. 

4—The importance of erecting the 
new research building at an early 
date to meet the demands for such 
activities which may be expected 
from the state and also through the 
passage of the Smith-Howard bill, 
which may be passed in January. 

5—The importance of giving in- 
struction to engineering students in 
scientific and research subjects, like 
other modern schools. 

Tech Urged to Prepare. 


Mr, Stephens expands these argu-| 


ments by saying: “The Smith-How:- 
ard bill provides for the establish- 
ing of the engineering experiment 
station in the best equipped techni- 
cal school Georgia Tech should 
make such preparations as to avoid 
any possible contest in Georgia. The 
completion of the campaign and 
commencement of work on the re- 
search building would be an abso- 
lute deciding factor under any cir- 
cumstances or any conditions im- 
posed by the Smith-Howard bill as 
passed by congress. 

Mr. Stephens gives as his opinion 
the belief that the government may 
be persuaded to donate to American 
technical schools, especially those 
having undertaken extensive war 
work, a large amount of machinery, 
tools, laboratory apparatus, radio 
equipment and research materials 
which are no longer needed in war 
enterprises. He quotes a letter re- 
ceived from Brigadier Genera) 
Charles C, Jamieson, of the ordnance 
department, director of sales, to 
whom he wrote in regard to this 
possibility. The army officer’ says 
in part, “Your suggestion is entitled 
to serious consideration and.an in- 
vestigation is being made as to the 
probability of accomplishment along 
the lines of your suggestion.” 

Conferences have been had by 
Mr. Stephens with Colonel. H. N., 
Slaughter, of the signal corps, in 
charge jof raido work, with refer- 
ence to securing radio apparatus, 
and there are prospects of a first- 
class department in radio study at 
Tech. 

The campaign tO be waged for 
Georgia Tech differs vastly from 
others, asserts Mr. Stephens, for the 
reasons that it carries a patriotic 
as well as a strong practical and 
business appeal. A letter from Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood emphasizes the 
part which Georgia’s institution is 
destined to play in the after-the- 
war expansion of industries. He 
wrote last spring 

“IT heartily indorse the campaign 
for enlarging the scope of Georgia 
Tech’s work in everything which 
tends to promote the preparation of 
men for war, especially in every- 
thing which pertains to the turning 
out of engineers and the pushing 
forward of the splendid werk which 
you are doing in aviation. It is im- 
portant not only to encourage and 
amplify these war activities of 
Tech, but also to prepare the school 
for research service tn the line of 
our industries—and this latter not 
only during the war, but for indus- 
trial development after the war. 

“Aid and support given to the 
school for the purposes above men- 
tioned will be money invested in a 
food cause—the cause of the na- 
tion, and will assist not only in 
winning the war, but in the recon- 
struction which must come after 
the war.” 

The power laboratory building at 
Tech has been advanced to a point, 
Mr. Stephens reports, where, with the 
addition of a few coal gates and a 
larry, the boiler room can be put 
into operation for both heating and 
steam power. All work not neces- 
sary for the operation of the boil- 
ers has been suspended on account 
of the necessity of devoting specia) 
attention-to securing over $100,000 
worth of equipment that has been 
promised for the plant and also to 
the securing of additional funds 
with which to push the completion 
of the building and installation of 
geese”: rapidly.

The plan provides for a state 
highway bond issue of around $20,- 
000,000 or $25,000,000, to be carried 
entirely by the owners of motor 
vehicles within the state and with- 
out a dollar of its burden falling 
upon the non-owners of such ve- 
hicles.

ing proposal could not be submit- 
ted to the voters of the state prior 
to the general election of 1920, the 
constitution of South Carolina pro- 
viding that such state credit can- 
not be extended “unless two-thirds 
of the qualified electors of this state, 
voting on the question at a general 
state election, be in favor of it.” 

Advantage to Car Owners.

There are now over 55,000 automobiles regis- 
tered in this state, and they bave paid in 
licenses during the year, in round numbers, 
$290,000, The increase of automobiles in the 
state for the past two years has been, from 
19,000 in 1916, to 37,000 in 1917, to 55,000 
in 1918. The increase in the United States 
from January 1, 1916, to January 1, 1918, 
was over 100 per cent. Iowa already has 
one car to every six persons. 

‘“‘To retire $25,000,000 of 4% per cent 
bonds serially in twenty years would require 
about $1,800,000 per year. An average 
license of $20 per car on 100,000 cars would 
yield $2,000,000; with 150,000 cars it would 
take $12.50 per car. The present average 
license is $5.25 per car. 

“If every owner of a car would figure his 
saving in gasoline, repair bills and in wear 
and tear, provided there were 1,500 miles of 
well surfaced highways, kept in good order, 
in the state, it would be found that this 
will amount to between $100 and $200 per 
annum. He, therefore, is asking the state 
to permit him to invest from $10 to $15 per 
annum, say, to save from $100 to $200, a 
total saving to the automobilists of the state 
of over $10,000,000 per annum in money. It

time.

The Weekly Bulletin of Disease 
further elucidates the respiratory 
infections by explaining that these 
eleven diseases are “passed by the 
most discharges from the bronchi 
(bronchial tubes) or trachea (wind- 
pipe), the throat and the nose and 
the mouth, namely the spit, the sa- 
liva and spray.” : 

Get that SPRAY, you prophets. 
You do get it, and get it good, when 
you -oture ..ithin the five-foot 
barrage of anybody with such a 
disease, unless you first put on you, 
gauze mask. The mask is just as 
essential in the prevention of .the 
spread of pneumonia or tonsilitis or 
scarlet fever as it is in influenza or 
diphtheria or common, vulgar co- 
ryza. 

Reading the Weekly ulletin, one 
would suspect that the United 
States army surgeons are deliber- 
ately flying in the face of the gro- 
cery philosopher and the venerable 
medical authorities of a bygone 
day. What do you know about this 
for inspired advice to doctors at

cent of the world’s cotton. 

9. She has today more ships on 
the ways and in process of building, 
and greater capacity for shipbuild- 
ing, than any other nation, and when 
her present contracts are completed 
she will have ship bottoms to float 
all of her exports, instead of, as 
formerly, only 6 per cent.

System of H ighways 
Will Be Outlined 
At Committee Meet 


A joint session of the budget and 
investigating committee, the state 
highway commission and the high- 
way committee appointed under the 
act of the past legislature will be 
held in the office of Governor Dor- 
sey on Thursday, January 16. Means 
will be devised at this meeting to 
secure the federal highway appro- 
priation. 

The plans formulated at this 
meeting will be recommended to 
the legislature in the spring. 

Judge T. E. Patterson, 
of the state highway commission, 
stated that he would advocate the 
abolishment of the present system 
and the adoption of the Illinois plan 
of highways. He also has put him- 
self on record as favoring the crea- 
tion of a new commission to be 
composed o. one member from each 
congressional district, appointed , by 
the governor, and a constitutional 
amendment for a state bond issue of 
$40,000 to construct a state-wide 
system of highways linking every 
county site. .

Senator Robert L. Owen, of Okla- 
homa, after conferring with the in- 


ternational financial authorities here 


and in London, takes the view that 
the high prices prevatling in Europe 
and America are due in part to ex- 
panded foreign parer currency and 
that American reserve banks or a 
foreign reserve bank analogous to 
the American system weuld be higih- 
ly advantageous in making the 
American gold doliar the measure of 
international contracts and thus ex- 
pending American commerce abroad. 

While in London, Senator Owen 
conferred with Sir Erien Cokayne, 
rovernor of the Bank of England; 
ry Dogger McKenna, former chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, and the 
leading officials of the English 
treasury. He also conferred here 
with the financial adviser of the 
American ooteeates and with Colonel 
House, Henry White and othcrs. 

Summing up his observations, Sen- 

ator Owen said: “The high prices 
in Great Britain and France are not 
due alone to high freights and short 
supplies, but in part to the greatly 
expanded currency, which, while 
nominally on a gold basis, is in real- 
ity based on government credit and 
patriotism, British and French notes 
not really being available to get 
gold. Consequently, American dot- 
lars, exchangeabie in America for 
gold, are buying in Great Britain 
end France paper currency not ac- 
tually convertible in gold on de- 
mand and with a purchasing power 
much lower than in normal times. 
_ “In the meantime, however, Amer- 
icans are paying about twice as 
much for what they get in Great 
Britain and I'rance as in normal 
times. This will help to adjust the 
balance of trade and falls largely 
upon Americans traveling in, and 
buying s00ds of, Hurape. 

‘An international gold currency 
actually convertible at all times in 
gold is Sreatly needed by the world 
now. Great Britain is fyrnishing 
Russia with ruble notes redeemable 
in gold at London, which serves a 
very useful purpose in providing a 
Stable means for buying and selling 
commodities in Russia, notwith-. 
Standing the fact that ruble notes 
are, in all human probability, not 
y ty aed engaged for gold in Lon- 

° \ 

“America could furnish gold secur- 
ed ruble notes very advantageously 
for American commerce, Russia safe- 
guarding the notes by quick redemp- 
tion in gold at a central point. Ex- 
panded paper money in Europe is in- 
directly raising prices in America. 
It is the desire of European states- 
men to bring about a lowering of 
prices throughout the world. Of 
this America should take note. 

To put the .American dollar at 
actual par throughout the world 
and make the American gold dollar 
a measure of international contracts 
would be of vast importance to the 
future expansion of American for- 
eljgjn commerce. The mechanism to 
accomplish this can be aftueded 
through reserve banks or through a 
federal reserve foreign bank devoted 
exclusively to foreign exchange and 
Stabilizing the American  daollar 
abroad.”

The meeting of the Atlanta Board 
of Education today, whether it is 
held at noon, the time set for the 


‘session by the call of Mayor James 
L. Key. or at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon, the time agreed upon as the 
most convenient hour by several 
member’ of the new board, will not 
only be a meeting of city-wide im- 
portance, but it also promises to 
be productive of sensations because 
of more than one vital question 
that is expected to be brought be- 
fore the body. 

The question of organization will 
have to be considered, and that of 
the legality of the temporary organ- 
ization of the board, which is claim- 
ed to have been perfected on Mon- 
day last by certain members of the 
board, but which has been: declared 
illegal and irregular by the city at- 
torney, James L. Mayson, will have 
to be decided. And in addition to 
the settlement of this interesting 
question there will be introduced a 
number of others, such as changes 
in the school rules, the probable 
abolishmer f the merit or group- 
ing syste e increase in the pres- 
ent salart f teachers and the elec- 
tion of a Superintendent for the next 
year, all of which are expected to 
result in discussions of absorbing 
interest. 

The temporary organizaation was 
effected on Monday morning, at 
which time Mayor James L. Key, 
who is an ex-officio member of the 
board, had not been inaugurated, and 
the chairman of the schoo] commit- 
tee of council—Councilman Orme 
now holds that position—had not 


4 been appointed. Also at that. time 


the new members of the board 
elected by the people had not been 
sworn into office, Mayor Candler 
refusing to administer the oath, tak- 
ing the position that this was the 


dutv of Mavor Key. The elected 


legislature demanded that they meet 
and organize on that day. 
Notice Not Changed. . 

The notice of Mayor Key, which 
was sent out Tuesday morning, call- 
ing the board together at noon to- 
day not been changed, nor has 
a that was issued by members 
of the new board for a meeting to 
be held at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 
The only change in the situation 
was a made Wednesday 
afternoon by athe Key, who de- 
clared that he would insist upon 
the presence of the full board before 
any business should be taken up 
and acted upon, 3 

Mr, Key did not discuss the le- 
gality of the actions that have al- 
ready been taken by the five elect- 
ed members of the new board of ed- 
ucation, but stated in unmistakable 


terms his opinion that the entire 
new board should be present before 
any action could be taken toward 
vrganization and business proced- 


ure, 

Mr. Key did not Indicate whether | 
or not the board would adjourn at 
noon ft meet again at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon in cag: none of the five 
elected members should be present 
at the noon hour, nor did he state 
any objection to meeting the other 
members of the board at a later hour 
of the day. 

Mr. Terrell stated, however, that 
the electéd members of the board 
would not gather until 4 o’clock this 
afternoon, as certain of the members 
of the new board had engagements 
which would prevent them from at- 
tending a meeting at the city hall 
at noon today. 

It is understood that Mr. Key had 
offered concessions to the members 
of the new board who set the hour 
ef 4 o'clock as the time of meeting 
and that the new board members 
have expressed a willingness’ to 
meet at an hour most convenient to 
Mr. Key, but the last report with 
reference to the matter, as given 
out by W. H. Terrell, was that the 
elected members would meet at 4 
o’clock this afternoon, notwith- 
standing the mayor’s call for noon. 

Whe Will Head Board? 

The election of officers for the 
new board of education, will 
be a. question ef deep in- 
terest. Although no candidates have 
formally announced for the position 
of presiding officer, several names 
have been put forward by those who 
indulge in speculations regarding 
such matters. Terrell, who 
comes to the new board as one of 
the surviving members of the old 
board, and who has had a long ex- 
perience with the schools, has been 
mentioned as a likely choice of the 
new board for president. The name 
of S. B. Turman, serving as repre- 
sentative from the second _ school 
district, and one of the strongest 
men among those elected by the’ 
people, has also been put forward 
as president. Paul L. Fleming and 
Fred E. Winburn, both of whom are 
popular members of the new board, 
have also been mentioned as possi- 
ble presiding offi-:ers.
